Brazil Deals 
Blow to U.S.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 
More 


than 3 out of every 10 trucks on 
Arkansas highways arc hauling 
illegal cargoes, Ihe state Com- 
merce Commission says. And the 
ratio is increasing.

MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet Premier 


Khrushchev reassured his people 
once again today that commu- 
nism will win a peaceful competi- 
tion wilh capitalism. 


"We are certain of the sperl- 


ority of Marxism and Leninism," 
the Soviet premier told a Commu- 
nist parly rally in Tbilisi (Tiflis), 
"and we are certain that this 
superiority will triumph." 


He added immediately that it 


would be a peaceful triumph. 


"I repeat," he said, "that we 


arc not going to achieve the vic- 
lory wilh the aid of guns." 


The party rally was in honor 


of the 40th anniversary of the es- 
tablishment of the Soviet Repub- 
lic of Georgia.

Khrushchev

we are treading on their heels?"

GETTYSBURG, Pa. (AP)-For- 


mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower gathered a score of former 
Cabinet members and top aides 
around him today, for a discussion 
of world conditions and ways 
of strengthening the Republican 
party. 


He was host to former associr 


ates of his presidential adminis- 
tration, who came in from all 
sections of the country. 


They met with him in a brick 


building on the edge of the Get- 
tysburg College campus, in which 
he now maintains offices. 


The meeting was much like one 


of hundreds of Cabinet meetings 
that had taken place during Ei- 
senhower's eight years Jn the 
White House. 


Many of the associates of that 


period were seated at a U-shaped 
table, with Eisenhower behind a 
desk at the open end of the U. 


.On his right, the former presi- 
dent seated.Lewis E;-Strauss,- who 
served as chairman of 'the Atomic 
Energy Commission and as secre- 
tary of commerce until his nom- 
ination for the latter post was re- 
jected. On Eisenhower's left was 
Charles E. Wilson, his colorful 
first secretary of defense.

South Viet Nam maintains an
